Research study on devices to pro- 


tect plants against frost, conducted the 
last four years by the Fruit & Truck 
Branch Experiment Station, has point- 
ed the way to increase early produc- 
tion of Blevins 
cantaloupes 100 per 


cent, and total production 50 per cent 
George W. Ware, station director, told 
Hope Rotary club Friday noon. 


Recalling that for many years Blcv- 


ins was outstanding as a producer of 
fine early cantaloupes, Mr. Ware said 
the 
Hcmpstcad 
county 
production 


center had suffered recently because 
of still earlier melons from the South- 
west. This led the Hope station to j 
conduct a practical test of 
various j 


commercial methods used to protect 
spring plants from frost, he continued. 


Of the many 'devices tried, Mr, Ware 


«iid. three proved practical—all be- 
inc of the "hot cap" or "tent" type, 
manufactured of transparent paper. 


Production Improved 


The director said that the station's 


tc.st.s showed extra early planting of 
cantaloupes was of little advantage, as 
the plants showed n disposition to 
mature about the same time, regard- 
less of the planting date. But the use 
of frost protectors decidedly improved 
the production of curly fruit, and the 
total production. 


But the added' cost of 
purchasing 


and using these 
protectors puts a 


certain disadvantage on the grower 
which only lime can determine, Mr. 
Wnrc concluded. 


Spcakingjphjlho same progranvwith, 


(lie experiment station director was 
Coach Foy H. Mammons, who declar- 
ed he believed Hope's football pros- 
pects this year to be 30 per cent im- 
proved over 1934. "In Charles Brew- 
ster," the coach said, "we have at last 
found a punter> who also is a good 
passer." Hope's punting was a weak 
spot last year, the coach recalled.

Eight hundred years ago, a boy 


named Moses Ben Maimon, usually 
called Maimonides, was born in 
Cor- 


dova, Spain. It has'been said that his 
name is among the gre'atest in the 
history of the -Jewish, people 'and sec- 
ond only to that of Moses. 


Maimonides was 'highlly trained in 


Jewish law and in understanding of 
life. As a philosopher ho is included 
among the 'greatest of all nations and 
races. 'In the later years of his life 
he devoted himself professionally to 
the practice of medicine and he was, 
for many years, physician to the great 
Saladin, who led the Mohammedans. 
during the. Crusades. 
. 


This.man contributed many works 


to both philosophy and medicine. One 
of the most significant is "A Guide to j 
Health," which he wrote for a son of | 
Saladin who was somewhat sickly and 
who therefore was especially interest- 
ed in.knowing how,to live healthfully. 


Maimonides ate only one meal each 


day and he was convinced, as have 
been many other leaders in the field

Indeed, for the average person he be- 
lieved walking to be the ideal exer- 
cise. 


At a time when the average expect- 


ancy at birth was 20 years, Maimoni- 
des himself lived to be 70 pears of 
ags, which may be an indication that 
he, unlike many other 
physicians, 


practiced always what he preached. 


If there is one other aspect of his 


life that ought to be emphasized in 
relationship to our modern knowledge 
of medical science, it is his emphasis 
on 'the mind and soul of man in rela- 
tion to his physical condition. 


He preached very strongly the ne- 


cessityfor 
: individualizing every pa- 


tient. The final words of the great 
prayer of Maimonides might well be 
a text for all those who today are try- 
ing to mechanize the practice of med- 
icine. Thus the great Maimonides 
said: 
"Oh, strengthen me!

Immunization Against Diseases 


In -Baby's First Year Urged 


Some quotations from the weekly 


bulletin by the Children's Bureau o 
he United States in Washington. 
Not an anti-climax to Child Healt: 


Week but rather a supplement, be 
ccuse rules for "avoiding" disease ar 
as necesary as rules for building gen 
era! health. Here they are: 


"1—Have the baby immunized a 


gainst diphtheria when he is si> 
months old. .or, soon after, and vac 
cihated "agairist small-pox before 'h 
is one year old. 


"2—Keep him away form anyon 


who is ill. A person with 'only a cole 
or 'just a cough' may infect a baby 
and make him seriously ill. Neve 
take a baby into crowded places sue] 
as stores or theaters. 


"3—Keep flies and other insect 


away from him and from his food. 


"4—Boil his 
milk 
and 
drinkin 


water and unless the doctor orders 
otherwise cook all his other food ex- 
cept fruit-jucies and cod-liver oil." 


Considered Best Plan Now 


Lest that first paragraph startle the 


young mother, all I can say is that i 
is considered the thing to do now 
The best of reasoning says at least 1.0 
talk it over With the doctor, who 
knows your baby's condition. For one 
reason or another, he may advise 
waiting for a while. Any baby who 
has had an infection hot yet clearec 
up will be allowed to wait until he 
is in first rate condition. Unless, o 
course, he has been exposed to con- 
tagion. 


As for these immunizing (protec- 


tion) measures, the Bureau is recom- 
mending them upon the word of the 
greatest specialists in the country be- 
cause perfection of process is assur- 
ed. 


Mothers feel very safe about diph- 


theria since anti-toxin has lessened 
danger of fatality. Even so, I have 
within the month heard of two deaths 
of young children from the disease 
right in our own community. And an 
adult friend was stricken this week. 


I am not 
urging the parents of 


young babies to take these steps of 
prevention on my own responsibility, 
3ut, all things being favorable, I think 
they should consider it seriously. 


Two Bits of Advice 


Of two things I am sure: one is you 


should take your baby to a doctor 


j who knows the source of his serums 
and may be depended upon to use 
the freashest and best; the other is to 
have a thorough test of the baby 
made first, if you have had to change 
physicians, and the new one is not 
familiar with the "case history" of 
your child. 
, There will be some slight reaction 
from 
vaccination. 
Many 
children 


have a day or two when they don't 
feel so well. There is usually less re- 
action from the other. 


Whatever you do about the baby, 


it seems most sensible to have all 
children of school age procted. Per- 
haps you don't know what diphtheria 
can do, but I do. My life's good health 
was wrecked by it.

wages as soon as NRA is through," 
says still another. 


"I have no confidence and very lit- 


tle hope," adds a fourth. "With NRA. 
Hit, all that will be left will be Harry 
Hopkins and Henry Wallace givints 
money away."
